First,  I  hope  all  of  you  members  realize  I  write  this  column  a  month  in 
advance  of  publication  and  1  didn’t  learn  of  Duane’s  passing  until  after  I 
had  sent  my  copy  to  press.  There  isn’t  an  easy  way  to  write  what  Duane 
Spellman  meant  to  me.  He  was  a  great  influence  on  me  as  a  person,  as  a 
collector,  and  as  a  friend.  I  knew  Duane  because  of  IASAC.  1  know 
when  1  first  joined  the  club  many  years  ago;  he  was  the  glue  holding  it 
together.  As  the  club  grew  and  membership  and  officers  grew  steadier, 
he  was  still  the  guiding  hand  behind  the  scenes.  He  was  such  a 
knowledgeable  person  about  not  only  the  silver  industiy  but  also  about 
many  things  that  interested  me.  He  was  a  dyed-in-the-wool  scarlet  and 
gray  Buckeye  fan  and  graduate,  and  1  was  the  green  and  white  Spartan 
fan  and  graduate,  so  we  shared  that  incredible  dislike  for  those 
Wolverines  that  exist  in  Michigan.  We  talked  about  coaching  football, 
baseball,  and  all  of  the  other  sports  he  and  I  had  coached  in  our  lifetimes. 
He  shared  his  wisdom  about  raising  teenagers  and  all  the  trials  and 
tribulations  that  we  go  through  as  parents.  He  shared  his  knowledge 
about  silver  bars,  rounds,  the  companies  that  produced  them,  his  own 
forays  into  producing  bars  as  The  Mint,  his  mail  bid  sales,  and  other 
things  too  numerous  to  mention.  I  had  the  pleasure  to  spend  many  a 
delightful  time  with  Duane  and  his  lovely  wife  Linda.  1  treasure  those 
times  and  I  will  miss  Duane’s  gruff  voice  on  the  telephone  or  at  a 
meeting  giving  me  the  assurance  or  information  I  needed  to  do  the  right 
things.  With  Duane’s  passing,  we  as  a  club  have  lost  a  good  friend  and  a 
very  active  recruiter  for  our  club.  At  the  September  meeting,  l  will  ask 
the  club  to  recognize  Duane  and  his  involvement  in  some  meaningful 
way.

A  week  or  two  hadn’t  gone  by  when  two  other  people  close  to 
me  were  tragically  stricken  by  auto  accidents.  My  nephew'  on  his 
motorcycle  was  cut-off  by  a  car  and  suffered  a  very  serious  accident 
which  only  time  will  tell  how  much  of  a  recovery'  he  will  experience. 
There  is  a  lot  of  physical  injuries  and  head  trauma  that  he  will  try  to 
recover  from.  The  other  loss  was  a  young  man  who  I  had  been  a  Cub 
Scout  and  Boy  Scout  leader  to,  had  coached  him  in  high  school  football, 
watched  him  graduate  from  high  school  this  year,  and  join  the  Lions 
C  lub  and  start  a  young  Leos  club  for  younger  kids.  He  was  planning  on 
becoming  a  state  police  officer  when  he  was  killed  in  an  accident  on  his 
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way  home  from  work.  These  accidents  and  Duane’s  death  made  it  a  very 
difficult  summer  for  me. 

I  hope  many  of  you  are  going  to  be  able  to  attend  the  annual 
meeting  in  Cincinnati  this  year.  You  will  be  reading  this  after  the 
meeting  is  over  so  I'll  have  more  information  to  share  with  you  in  our 
December  issue  of  The  Bugle.  Also,  I’ll  be  able  to  tell  you  about  all  of 
the  great  bars  and  rounds  that  were  available  at  the  show. 

Speaking  of  great  bars,  I  drove  my  '70  Chevelle  SS  396  on 
Woodward  Avenue  this  year  during  the  Woodward  Dream  Cruise  Week. 
It  was  on  Wednesday,  and  you  were  actually  able  to  cruise  Woodward. 
On  Saturday  the  official  cruise  day,  all  you  do  is  sit  in  gridlock.  (Riding 
the  clutch  for  4  hours  is  not  a  fun  way  to  spend  a  Saturday.)  Anyway,  on 
Wednesday  while  cruising,  I  stopped  at  a  coin  shop  on  Woodward  and 
found  some  great  bars  and  rounds  for  a  great  price.

Report  1 0/02 


We  had  a  very  successful  meeting  in  Cincinnati.  My  flight  arrived  on  schedule 
Thursday  afternoon,  and  there  was  Archie,  waiting  to  fetch  me  We  stopped 
briefly  at  Alpha  Printing  to  pick  up  some  extra  Bugles  for  the  show  before 
heading  north  into  Ohio  to  the  Signature  Inn  in  Sharonville,  a  suburb  about  1 5 
miles  north  of  Cincinnati.  Just  about  everyone  in  attendance  at  the  meeting  was 
staying  there,  except  for  Tom  &  Sharon  Clark,  who  had  their  two  dogs  along  for 
the  ride  from  Corning,  New  York.  They  were  across  the  street  in  a  motel 
accepting  pets. 


On  Friday  morning  we  had  a  special  tour  of  Alpha  Printing  and  I  got  to  meet  the 
faces  behind  the  voices  I  talk  to  often  -  Cindy  and  Paulette  and  the  others  who 
help  with  producing  this  newsletter.  Archie  showed  us  how  photos  are  prepared, 
magazines  are  folded  and  the  big  color  printers,  etc.  It  is  a  fascinating  and 
complicated  process.  Archie  also  presented  all  the  officers  and  trustees  with 
IASAC  notepads  with  our  own  names  imprinted  on  them.  There  are  some  for 
members.

Paul  Padget,  who  was  in  charge  of  the  bourse,  w  as  quite  pleased  to 
receive  one  of  our  2002  silver  rounds  as  a  thank  you  for  his  hospitality,  saying 
he  would  add  it  to  his  collection  of  Cincinnati  memorabilia 


On  Saturday  afternoon,  Bev  Mengelkoch,  Eda  Thomas  and  I  went  to  Lebanon, 
Ohio  a  little  ahead  of  the  group  for  some  shopping  The  lure  of  antiques!  We 
had  fun  poking  into  all  the  stores,  including  one  at  the  Golden  Lamb  Inn  where 
everyone  met  us  later  on  The  inn  began  as  a  log  cabin  in  1803,  and  the  first 
brick  addition  was  made  in  1815  Host  to  many  presidents  and  dignitaries,  we 
were  seated  in  the  Benjamin  Harrison  room  for  dinner.  A  wedding  party  was 
across  the  hall  in  the  Presidential  Suite,  and  a  bedroom  used  by  Charles  Dickens 
in  1 843  was  next  door  to  us  The  dinner  was  probably  our  most  memorable  in 
all  the  years  Lve  been  attending  club  meetings.

I  am 
in  the  process  of  having  a  special  “Distinguished  Service  Award”  made,  with 
Duane  being  the  first  recipient.  The  funds  Chuck  sent  will  go  toward  this. 
Details  are  in  the  minutes  from  the  meeting  in  Cincinnati. 

As  for  next  year,  Denver  has  been  mentioned  as  one  possibility  We’ll  let  you 
know-  more  in  upcoming  editions. 


In  other  news,  I  recently  mailed  letters  to  the  29  people  who  failed  to  renew  their 
memberships  I’m  happy  to  report  that  at  least  half  a  dozen  former  members 
have  returned!  However,  two  of  the  letters  came  back  with  no  forwarding 
address,  and  I  also  learned  of  the  death  of  one  of  our  long-standing  members, 
Edward  Sneckenberg.  Condolences  were  extended  on  behalf  of  the  club  to  his 
wife  Marcia.

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Minutes  from  the  2002  IASAC  meeting 


President  Doug  Jennings  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  approxi¬ 
mately  4:13pm.  The  late  start  was  attributed  to  traffic  between 
the  executive  committee  meeting  at  Alpha  Printing  in  Erlanger  KY  and  the 
general  meeting  at  the  Signature  Inn  in  Sharonville,  Ohio.  Officers  and  Trustees 
present  were  introduced,  including  Vice  President  Dick  DeVries,  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Nancy  Yee  and  Trustees  Jim  Best,  Archie  Kidd,  and  Jerry 
Mengelkoch.  Members  and  guests  also  introduced  themselves.  They  were 
Cecil  and  Shirley  Starcher  of  Pinch  WV,  Ralph  and  Lucinda  Steffen  of  Decatur 
IN,  Walter  and  Eda  Thomas  of  Caledonia  WI,  Steve  Pfaadt  of  Louisville  KY, 
Bev  Mengelkoch  of  Hibbing  MN,  Lou  Ann  DeVries  of  Three  Rivers  MI,  Lou 
and  Alice  Kretovics  of  Lorain  OH  and  Tom  Clark  of  Coming  NY 


Nancy  Yee  gave  the  Secretary-Treasurer’s  report,  which  included  results  from 
the  recent  election  of  trustees.  It  was  decided  in  the  executive  session  that  the 
Bylaws  would  be  changed  to  dispense  with  a  ballot  unless  a  race  is  contested 
We  had  only  seven  ballots  returned  for  this  election,  which  is  a  very  poor 
turnout.  In  addition  to  the  three  re-elected  trustees  (Jim  Best,  Harvey  Chew  and 
Archie  Kidd),  Michelle  Burke  and  Jerry  Mengelkoch  have  been  appointed  to  fill 
the  two  vacant  positions. 

Nancy  Yee  will  edit  The  Silver  Bugle,  and  asked  that  all  articles  and 
advertisements  be  sent  to  her  by  the  10lh  of  the  month  prior  to  publication,  as  has 
always  been  the  rule.  It  was  decided  in  the  executive  session  that  the  Bugle 
would  be  mailed  first  class  in  an  envelope  from  now  on.  Doug  Jennings  asked  if 
there  were  any  objections  from  the  general  membership,  and  there  were  none 
Cecil  Starcher  said  that  about  half  his  Bugles  arrived  in  poor  condition  before  an 
envelope  was  used  and  Dick  DeVries  observed  this  should  improve  the 
condition  of  the  Bugle. 

With  the  increased  cost  of  postage  and  envelopes,  it  was  decided  in  the 
executive  session  to  increase  dues  by  $5,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
club,  to  $20  new/$l  5  renewal,  beginning  in  January  2003.  Foreign  rates  will 
also  increase  accordingly  from  $25new/$l  5  renewal  to  $30new/$20  renewal  At 
the  executive  session,  Archie  Kidd  noted  that  our  publication  probably  has  the 
lowest  cost  of  any  organization  compared  to  what  w  e  get  in  the  Bugle.  Cutting 
the  number  of  Bugles  produced  from  6/year  to  4/year  was  considered  and 
rejected,  in  order  to  retain  membership  and  keep  interest  up 


Advertising  rates  were  discussed  in  the  executive  session,  and  it  was  decided 
that  in  fairness  to  members  who  pay  the  full  rate,  clubs  that  send  full-page  order 
forms  for  their  rounds  and  bars  should  also  pay,  but  at  a  reduced  rate  of  $  1 5  per 
page.  News  releases  to  announce  new  bars  and  rounds  will  be  printed  at  no  cost, 
with  a  maximum  size  of  one-third  page 
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Minutes  (cont.) 


The  2002  IASAC  rounds  were  distributed  to  those  members  who  were  present. 
There  was  a  mintage  of  20  enameled  rounds  with  4-digit  serial  numbers  (0001- 
0020)  Several  enameled  rounds  remain  Eighty-five  silver  rounds  with  3-digit 
membership  numbers  as  requested  were  minted,  and  all  unsold  rounds  have 
serial  numbers  below  085  About  two-thirds  of  the  rounds  have  been  pre-sold. 
Eight-five  bronze  rounds  were  also  made  Everyone  attending  the  club  meeting 
received  a  complimentary  bronze  round,  and  all  contributors  to  the  Bugle  will 
receive  them  as  w  ell,  with  a  limit  of  one  complimentary  bronze  per  member. 


Specially  engraved  bars  were  presented  to  Officers  and  Trustees  as  a  thank  you 
for  service  to  the  club  in  the  past  year.  Each  bar  has  the  person’s  name  and 
office  for  the  year  2001-2002. 


Three  ten-year  membership  pins  were  awarded  to  club  members  Ron  Ulrich, 
Michael  D  Huey  and  William  Ball,  Jr.  Unfortunately,  none  were  present  at  the 
meeting. 

Under  Old/New  Business  the  location  of  next  year’s  meeting  was  discussed. 

We  will  be  looking  for  a  major  3 -day  coin  show  from  Denver  on  west.  The  idea 
is  to  find  a  show  where  we  can  have  a  table  on  the  bourse  that  can  be  shared 
between  the  club  and  one  or  more  member-dealers.  In  order  to  find  a  viable 
show,  we  may  look  at  shows  that  are  not  specifically  held  during  the  fall 
months. 

A  proposal  submitted  by  Jan  Henke  to  honor  Duane  Spellman  was  discussed  in 
the  executive  session,  and  it  was  decided  that  a  Distinguished  Service  Award 
would  be  established,  with  Duane  receiving  it  posthumously  for  the  first  time. 
Criteria  for  the  award  are  membership  in  the  club,  and  meritorious  service  to 
IASAC  Any  current  member  may  submit  a  nomination  to  the  President  or  Vice 
President.  The  award  will  be  voted  on  annually  by  the  Officers  and  Board  of 
Trustees,  but  may  not  be  given  out  every  year.  It  will  be  considered  on  merit. 
The  award  will  be  an  engraved,  gold-plated  silver  bar  with  the  recipient’s  name, 
city  where  the  show  is  held  and  the  date. 

Nancy  Yee  announced  the  winners  of  the  ‘Wauna  Win  This’  writing  contest  that 
was  run  in  the  Bugle  this  year  Duane  Spellman  was  to  have  chosen  the  winner, 
and  five  Officers  and  Trustees  were  asked  to  do  it  instead  The  winners  were 
Stephanie  O’Neil,  D  V  Bryant  and  Glenn  Perry  A  new  contest  was  announced 
for  2003.  The  topic  will  be  “My  Favorite  Car”  and  winners  will  receive  bars 
and  rounds  with  car  designs 


Finally,  a  tribute  to  Duane  Spellman  was  offered  at  the  end  of  the  business 
meeting  Everyone  raised  a  glass  of  champagne  or  sparkling  cider  to  Duane, 
described  by  Doug  Jennings  as  the  “heart  of  the  organization Archie  Kidd  told 
about  Duane’s  first  visit  to  Cincinnati  in  1986  and  their  dinner  at  the  Golden 
Lamb  Inn,  during  the  time  of  the  Honey  Festival  At  dinner  the  servers  brought 
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Minutes  (cont.) 

honey  and  hot  biscuits  to  the  table,  and  Duane  asked  Steve  Rood  how  to  eat 
them.  Duane  liked  them  so  much  he  ended  up  eating  his  biscuit,  Archie’s  and 
he  tried  to  eat  Steve’s!  From  then  on,  Archie  would  send  Duane  a  special  bottle 
of  honey  from  time  to  time. 

At  this  point  the  meeting  was  adjourned  and  members  were  invited  to  make 
sandwiches  and  preview  the  auction  lots.  Vice  President  Dick  DeVries 
conducted  the  sale,  which  netted  the  club  S3  52.  The  auction  was  concluded  at 
approximately  6pm. 

An  informal  trading  session  followed  and  members  visited  with  one  another. 

At  the  dinner  at  the  Golden  Lamb  Inn  on  Saturday  night  it  was  decided  to  send  a 
$25  donation  to  the  ANA  for  their  building  fund,  and  a  $50  donation  to  Pop 
Warner  Football  in  memory  of  Duane  Spellman.

Numismatic  enthusiasts  and  coin 
dealeis  lemembered  Duane’s  impressive  expertise  and  fairness  in  all  of  his 
dealings.  Others  recalled  that  no  matter  how  hard  to  obtain  or  obscure  a 
collectible,  Duane  was  remarkable  able  to  put  his  hands  on  it.  To  Duane  nobody 
was  just  a  customer  or  a  dealer,  they  were  treated  with  respect.  Duane  became  a 
trusted  friend  to  so  many.  His  silver  art  bar  auctions  will  be  sorely  missed  as 
they  introduced  so  many  new  people  to  our  hobby. 

Duane  was  a  great  educator,  sharing  his  valuable  time  to  promote  his 
love  of  coins  and  collecting.  Duane  was  a  mentor  to  me  and  I  often  sought  out 
his  advice  for  graphic  design  projects.  He  once  gave  me  a  book  on  Olympic  pin 
collecting  which  became  the  inspiration  for  a  line  of  Sony  PlayStation  sports 
videogame  title  designs.  Another  time,  I  needed  an  authentic  Cuban  cigar  box 
and  was  told  by  a  dozen  Los  Angeles  cigar  dealers  that  they  didn’t  exist  in 
America.  One  phone  call  to  Duane  and  a  beautiful  1952  Havana  box  with 
wrapper  was  available.  The  expertise  Duane  imparted  on  coin  and  silver  art 
design  will  enrich  collectors  forever. 

An  active  member  of  his  Simi  Valley  community,  Duane  coached  Little 
League  baseball  and  Pop  Warner  Football.  We  all  will  miss  his  enthusiasm  and 
gentle  power  as  loving  husband,  father,  neighbor  and  friend 

In  preparing  this  letter,  I  noticed  that  the  spellcheck  program  for 
Spellman  produces  the  suggested  replacement  word  of  “Superman.”  Duane 
was  our  Superman  and  his  legend  will  live  on,  always

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Franklin  Mint  Ingots  ~  A  Thing  of  the  Past

After  recently  learning  Franklin  Mint  (FM)  ceased  it’s  manufacturing  operations 
of  the  production  of  coins,  medals  and  ingots  at  the  end  of  February  2002, 1 
decided  I  would  write  an  article  in  commemoration  of  FM  ingots  and  as  a  result, 
embarked  on  a  little  research  regarding  them. 

As  most  of  you  know,  FM  made  a  vast  array  of  items  for  the  collectible  market, 
from  books  and  bowls  to  vases  and  Victorian  valentines  and  everything  in 
between.  What  strikes  a  cord  with  me  are  those  “sparkling  rectangle”  FM 
produced  and  referred  to  as  “ingots.” 

In  1970  FM  produced  its  first  sterling  silver  ingot.  By  producing  ingots  in  a 
conventional  size  and  of  consistently  high  quality,  the  mint  popularized  a  new 
kind  of  numismatic  collectible. 

Surely,  it  seems  other  creators  of  silver  art  bars  were  indeed  inspired  by  FM,  as 
various  theme  bars  have  been  minted  over  the  years  since  FM  ingots  were 
introduced!  One  difference  was  that  FM  ingots  were  of  sterling  silver  (.925%) 
rather  than  .999  fine  silver.  “Franklin  Mint  does  have  the  quality  that  we  all 
strive  to  get”  was  a  quote  taken  from  a  1978  Limited  Edition  newsletter. 
“Franklin  Mint  spent  millions  of  dollars  each  year  in  nationwide  fUll  color  and 
full  page  advertisement,”  and  “the  quality  of  their  issues  is  superb.”  “They 
spend  thousands  of  dollars  for  their  engraving,  using  the  finest  of  artists  and  pay 
hundred  of  dollars  for  royalty  right.”  (Limited  Edition,  vol.  3  #4,  1978).  It 
sounds  to  me  like  FM  produced  the  Rolls  Royce  of  ingots! 

On  November  10,  1970  the  U.S.  Government  sold  its  last  1.6  million  ounces  of 
available  silver  bullion  on  a  sealed  bid  basis.  FM  was  successful  bidder  for  the 
entire  lot  with  a  bid  of  $2,875,000. 

A  sterling  silver  ingot  measuring  4  5/8”  by  1  7/8”  -  1 0,000  grains,  weighing 
20.8  troy  ounces  was  issued  in  1970.  Mintage  was  7,452  and  the  issue  price  was 
$105.  Market  value  in  1981  was  between  $475  -  $525.  The  ingot  was  minted 
from  a  portion  of  the  last  lot  of  silver  and  the  description  on  the  reverse  stated 
just  that.  Can  you  imagine  what  this  ingot  is  worth  in  today's  market0  (Maybe 
not  fort  the  silver  content,  but  fort  the  historical  silver  value.)  Now  that's  an 
interesting  twist! 

I  wonder  if  FM  ingots  produced  in  1970  were  made  from  the  same  1  6  million 
ounces  of  historical  silver?  If  so,  values  of  1970  ingots  could  also  be  escalated 
because  of  the  historical  silver  value!  Imagine  that!  Owning  government  silver1 


FM  produced  collections  of  ingots  relating  to  a  single  theme,  including  banks, 
Christmas,  Father’s  Day  and  various  special  purposes. 


In  1970,  FM  issued  their  first  annual  1,000-grain  (2.08  troy  ounce)  sterling 
silver  proof  Christmas  ingot  These  ingots  bear  original  works  of  art  and  were 
created  exclusively  for  FM  ingots.  Beginning  in  1974,  a  500-grain  (1.04  troy 
ounce)  ingot  was  made  available  along  with  the  1,000-grain  variety.  FM’s 
annual  production  of  Christmas  ingots  continued  well  into  the  1980s.  I  know  of 
the  fine  quality  and  beauty  FM  Christmas  ingots  possess  as  I’ve  seen  them 
firsthand  Many  of  these  ingots  are  in  my  personal  collection.  The  presentation 
box  is  as  impressive 


For  five  consecutive  years  beginning  in  1970,  FM  annually  issued  a  set  of  50  - 
1,000  grain  United  States  bank  ingots.  In  1974  FM  issued  a  collection  of  50 
international  bank  ingots. 


Father’s  Day  ingots  were  issued  annually  beginning  in  1971  and  on  through 
1978. 

A  set  of  42  'Flags  of  America’  were  issued  in  1972.  Sizes  and  weights  varied 
(mini  to  mid)  to  correspond  to  the  original  proportions  of  the  flags. 


FM  went  on  to  produce  many  historical,  national,  world-related  and  even 
religious  ingots  through  the  1970s  and  into  the  1980s. 


Franklin  Mint  left  behind  a  legacy  in  the  fine  quality  their  ingots  possess 


Did  you  know? 


In  1964,  the  National  Commemorative  Society  introduced  a  new  collecting 
concept,  offering  a  monthly  series  of  commemorative  coin-medals  honoring 
subject  selected  by  Society  members.  Each  issue  was  designed  and  sculpted  by 
a  distinguished  artist.  Franklin  Mint  was  commissioned  to  produce  the  medals 
except  for  the  first  five.  Many  subsequent  medal  lie  societies  were  patterned 
after  the  NCS. 


Franklin  Mint  mainly  produced  sterling  silver  ingots,  with  the  exception  of 
several  sets  &  single  .999  fine  silver  ingots.  One  example  is  the  set  of  eighteen 
999  fine  silver  Japanese  kabuki  ingots,  issued  in  1976-78  by  the  official 
Japanese  Kabuki  Theatre. 


The  5th  edition  Guidebook  lists  1 52  sterling  silver  art  bars,  7  of  which  are  Coke 
bars  from  World  Wide  Mint. 


A  total  of  eight  nickel-silver  art  bars  and  4  aluminum  art  bars  are  listed  in  the  5th 
edition  Guidebook

D.V.  Bry  ant  writes,  “This  note  is  concerning  my  search  for  information  about 
Capital  Medals.  My  hometown  is  High  Point  North  Carolina.  I  left  there  in 
1952  I  still  have  a  niece  there,  so  I  asked  her  to  find  out  what  she  could  about 
the  company.  Her  husband  has  a  friend  who  own  Capital  Medals!  This  was  a 
shock  to  me  Following  is  the  information  imparted  to  me. 


His  friend.  Worth  York,  worked  for  Aaron  Schulz  at  Capital  Medals  during  the 
time  these  medals  were  minted.  An  artist  in  Greensboro  NC  designed  the 
artwork  A  mint  in  Memphis,  TN  struck  the  medals  from  dies  made  by  Capital 
Medals  which  was  responsible  for  marketing  the  medals  with  brochures  they 
designed  carrying  the  facts  on  each  individual  state’s  flower,  birds,  etc.  The 
medals  were  sold  in  sets  that  carried  a  serial  number.  A  medal  was  produced 
every  other  month  until  all  50  were  made.  They  started  with  Florida  because  the 
numismatic  convention  met  there  for  that  year  and  they  wanted  to  introduce  the 
medals  at  the  convention.  After  that  they  randomly  picked  a  state.  Five 
thousand  (5,000)  sets  were  made  A  few  sets  were  made  in  gold  and  platinum 
(Virgil  Marshall  says  he  has  them  in  bronze).  There  were  aluminum  medals 
made  for  children,  which  sold  for  $1  00  The  silver  sold  for  $10  75  initially,  but 
later  went  for  $12  75.  The  Franklin  Mint  copied  these  medals  but  Capital  sued 
and  won  their  case  So,  if  any  are  purchased  that  aren’t’  in  the  original 
envelopes  from  High  Point,  they  may  not  be  the  original  I  am  attempting  to 
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find  out  what  years  these  medals  were  produced  It  would  take  eight  years  if 
one  were  produced  every  other  month.  I  find  all  this  fascinating  I  might  have 
aroused  a  little  curiosity  in  some  other  collector’s  minds.”

1  -box  graham  crackers 

2  boxes  instant  vanilla  pudding 

3  cups  milk 

8-9oz.  container  whipped  topping 

Make  layer  of  graham  crackers  (whole)  in  9  x  13  pan.  Prepare  pudding 
with  the  3  cups  mils  (so  it’s  a  little  thicker)  and  spread  half  of  the 
mixture  over  the  crackers.  Make  another  layer  of  graham  crackers  and 
then  the  rest  of  the  pudding.  Then  another  layer  of  graham  crackers.  Set 
in  refrigerator  or  someplace  cool  and  make  the  icing 

ICING 

2  Tablespoons  light  Karo  syrup 

2  squares  unsweetened  chocolate 
6  Tablespoons  margarine 

1 -teaspoon  vanilla 
1 -V2  cups  powdered  sugar 

3  Tablespoons  milk 

Melt  chocolate  and  margarine  together.  Add  milk  and  sugar  alternately 
to  get  creamy  consistency.  Next  add  vanilla  and  syrup.  Stir  until  a  little 
thick  and  then  spread  on  top.  Cover  and  refrigerate  overnight.  Graham 
crackers  must  become  “soggy"  in  order  for  this  dessert  to  taste  good,  so 
it  is  necessary  to  let  set  overnight. 

Substitutions:  V2  to  1  cup  of  semisweet  morsels  can  be  used  instead  of 
unsweetened  square,  but  use  about  Vi  cup  less  confectioner’s  sugar  for 
icing.  French  vanilla  pudding  can  also  be  used  for  a  richer  taste.
